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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Firstly, we were very sorry to learn from our fellow board member, Brendon K. McKeage, 
that he had received the call that he was being deployed to the war in Iraq. This forced him 
to submit his resignation and we know he did it with much regret as he seemed to be 
enjoying his role as a Selectman. We wish him and all our area Guardsmen the best of luck 
and pray for their safe return. 


Secondly, Pittsburg’s “first woman Selectman” has decided to call it quits after serving on 
the Board for 15 years. This will be the first time in many years that two new Selectmen 
will be coming onto the Board at the same time. 


The year 2003 was a “banner” year for our secretary, Cathy, because she finally was able 
to send out assigned street numbers to our property owners after working on this project 
with the 911 Emergency Communications Team for over a decade. We would like to 
remind everyone that it is a town requirement to have those assigned numbers visibly 
displayed on your building or at your driveway entrance so they can be easily seen from the 
road. We are boasting that we probably have the longest “Main Street” in the country 
because it starts at 500 South Main at the steel bridge and continues to 6293 North Main 
at the Canadian Border, a distance of 27 miles. 


This past year, we were able to pave and seal the full length of 2.1 miles of Day Road 
with the “farmer’s mix” asphalt. This year, our plans are to do at least 2 miles on Halls 
Stream Road. Our long-range plans are to eventually have all the town roads surfaced in 
this manner and that would eliminate the need for chloride, grading, and probably a lot of 
complaints, at least during the summer months. We also would like to do some ditching 
and gravel work on River Road this year and we plan to ask the State for some help on 
improving that road because much of the traffic flow stems from the State campground. 


This is the year for our “Assessment Review” by the Dept. of Revenue Administration. 
Our town-wide revaluation is to be completed by late summer and the new assessments will 
be reflected on our final tax bill. Avitar, our assessing firm, will be notifying all property 
owners of their new assessment and there will be a time period in which everyone will have 
a chance to make an appointment with them to discuss their valuation. 


Our new ambulance was ordered last Spring and it finally arrived on January 2, 2004. Its 
total cost was $105,406 with the specs the ambulance corps had chosen. $100,000 was 
used from the Gayle Carr Trust, $2,000 was from a donation from Bruce & Jane Kirk, the 
ambulance corps donated $1,064 and the remaining $2,342 was taken from our executive 
budget. The equipment was switched over from the old ambulance as well as the 
registration, and it was inspected and insured and ready to roll on February 2". We expect 
our ambulance personnel will find this a great improvement over the old one with a lot 
more space to work in. 


With the town’s increasing number of tourists and snowmobilers, our ambulance and 
fire/rescue volunteers are getting more & more calls. We can appreciate all the time and 
effort that they put into these emergency runs. We would like to thank them and all our 
town employees for their continued dedication and commitment to their jobs.

POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The year 2003 marked the end of our third year under the COPS Grant. As was 
explained to you at the beginning, the grant covered three years and the town 1s required 
to fund the fourth year. This is why you will see a substantial increase in the police 
budget. This grant has allowed us to give the town 32 hours additional coverage per 
week, having an officer on duty nearly every day for 8 hours. It has allowed for coverage 
during the week on my days off; and during busy times, we have been able to double up 
on officers in the cruiser. We will continue to do our best to keep up with the demands of 
our growing community. 


We lost Eric Stohl to retirement and gained Ann Marie Marquis. To my 
knowledge, Ann Marie is the first female police officer to work for Pittsburg. She is 
currently attending the part-time police academy. I feel it will be a plus to have a female 
officer in the department and wish her well. 


We investigated 114 accidents in 2003 (same as 2002). Our criminal cases 
increased to 123 (up 23 from 2002). Most notable was the large drug smuggling case on 
Halls Stream Road, as well as several property breaks solved. Due to the enormous 
amount of new buildings and the rise in thefts, we have had to increase our patrol areas. 
We continue to do our property checks and once again ask you for your help if you notice 
any suspicious activity around buildings. 


I would like to thank the area Fire, Ambulance and Rescue Squads for their 
assistance in 2003. It is a privilege to work with these dedicated volunteers. I want to 
thank the New Hampshire State Police, Fish & Game Officers, Area Local Police, US 
Border Patrol, and Customs & Immigration for their assistance to our department in 
2003. Thank you to each of my officers for your dedication and hard work and to your 
families for allowing you to do so. Thanks to Cindy, Judy, and Cathy for answering the 
phones and taking messages. Thanks to the Selectmen for their continued support and to 
the citizens of Pittsburg for your understanding and support. 


In closing, I wish the best to all the men and women in our armed services that are 
serving in far off places and wish them all a speedy and safe return.

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Fire Department Report 


The Pittsburg Fire Department holds its monthly meetings on the second Wednesday of the month at 
7:00 pm, with the fire wards meeting at 6:30pm. There are work or training details every Wednesday 
evening starting at 7:00pm. Members also participate in local training in surrounding towns or travel to 
Portland Maine, VT. and to the NH Fire Academy. If you are ambitious, proud of you’re community, 
and willing to help others, pick up an application at the town office and start volunteering. “YOUR 
HELP IS NEEDED”. 


Looking back to 1993 the total # of calls was 7, in 2003 the total rose to 54 calls. These calls were 
from faulty alarm equipment, to gas and dust explosions causing a total loss of all structures involved. 
Remember that smoke alarms cost very little, and when they are activated, they are doing their job to 
notify everyone that there is a problem. CHANGE YOUR BATTERIES TWICE A YEAR AND TEST 
YOUR DETECTOR ON TUESDAY. 


The Department was again successful with the Fire Firefighters Assistance Grant. This grant in the 
amount of $ 91,000.00 with town share of 10% will replace hose, portable ponds, hand nozzles, that 
were purchased back in the late sixties. A new Blitz and Portable Deck Gun that had to be deleted from 
the last truck purchased will now be added to the apparatus. New equipment will be the start of a JAWS 
OF LIFE RESCUE SYSTEM, and a Thermal Imaging Camera. 

This Camera has the technology of detecting any difference of temperatures; this could be a fire inside a 
wall, a hot wire or even a person’s body heat, thus saving lives and property damage. 


Homeland Security Grants have been obtained for the emergency service departments of the 
community. $20,000.00 has been set aside to purchase a new Haz-Mat and Decon trailer. This trailer 
will also help take care of some of the equipment off the rescue van (which has been put to rest). The 
remainder of the homeland funds has not been assigned, as the services need to assess the community’s 
needs. 


On behalf of the Department I would like to congratulate the Ambulance Corp., community and 
EMS North on the new ambulance. GREAT JOB EVERYONE 


I would to thank the Police Department, Ambulance Corp., Highway Department, Selectman’s 
Office, and all members and families for your continued hard work, in making our community safer 
place to live. Mrs. Burrill thank you for your time and assistance you have giving to the department 
over the years. I would like to thank the citizens, merchants, local organizations and memorial 
donations for your continued support. With your support new equipment purchases have been made, a 
Cold Water/Ice Rescue Alive Sled, and a new 2004 Arctic Cat Snowmobile. 


On behalf of the NH Firemen’s Association I would like to thank the Pittsburg NH Firefighters 
Association, and community on job well done in hosting the NH Firemen’s Convention. The executive 
board wanted me to convey the great hospitality that all were shown while in the Great North Woods. 
Without all the surrounding communities, departments, and organizations this event would not have 
been _ possible. THANK YOU ALL “EVERYONE HAD A WONDERFUL TIME”.

Although this is the annual report for the year 2003, I would like to start off with the 
announcement of a new ambulance for the Corps, which was delivered to us just after the 
new year, 2004. The purchase of the ambulance represents nearly two years of research, 
meetings, and fund raising for our members, with many thanks to the Pittsburg Selectmen, 
and acknowledgement and appreciation of funding from the town’s Gayle Carr Fund and 
EMS North, Inc. The 2003 4wd Ford vehicle with its larger patient compartment allows 
for more efficiency and safety for both the patient and EMT’s on board. 


As was the case with the efforts that went into the upgrading of our ambulance, 2003 
represents an impressive year of volunteered hours by Pittsburg EMTs and First Responders 
beyond their regular duties as care givers. EMS is not the same EMS of 30+ years ago 
when Pittsburg ambulance came into existence. In addition to the ever improving level of 
care EMTs offer, EMS has adopted the concept of health prevention and safety for our 
communities. Today, you are likely to see one of our ambulance members teaching CPR, 
safety in schools, or participating in a local health screening fair, as well as on the 
ambulance. Through such programs, we strive for fewer accidents and longer, healthier 
lives for our community members. The question is, how do we know if it is working? If 
tallies of ambulance runs can reflect this, maybe we are getting there. For the 4" year in 
arow, total Pittsburg ambulance runs have stayed right around 120 per year. This is despite 
a growing population (both seasonal and permanent). Of the 123 runs in 2003, 92 runs 
were for medical calls, and 31 were for accident related injuries. There has been a decrease 
in this last group (trauma) of over 30% from last year, and also a 50% decrease in 
snowmachine related accidents (8 for 2003), which historically, Pittsburg has been known 
statewide to have more than its fair share of such accidents. With any luck, and the 
continued involvement of our EMS personnel teaching prevention in our school and work 
places, the annual numbers will follow this trend. 


In closing, I would like to thank the communities of Pittsburg, Clarksville, Beecher 
Falls/Canaan, and Stewartstown for allowing Pittsburg Ambulance Corps to serve you. On 
a personal note, I would like to express my gratitude and enjoyment working with many of 
you during my time as the Corps president. It has been an honor. 2004 brings us a new 
president, Kelley McAlister. Kelley has been serving as vice president, and David Parker 
has filled that vacancy. Welcome to both of you, as well as to Michel Pariseau who began 
serving as our educational training officer in 2003. Marjorie Straw and Stephanie Lassonde 
remain in their positions of treasurer and secretary. Jhody Judd and David Parker continue 
to serve as Corps representatives on the EMS North District Board.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division 
of Forests and Lands cooperate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To 
help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if 
a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Fire permits are mandatory for all 
outside burning unless the ground where the burning is to be done (and surrounding areas) 
is completely covered with snow. Violations of the fire permit law and the other burning 
laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 
and/or a year in jail, in addition to the cost of suppressing the fire. 





A new law effective January 1, 2003 prohibits residential trash burning. Contact the New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services at (800) 498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. 


Help us to protect you and our forest resources. Most New Hampshire wildfires are human 
caused. Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space 
around the house and making sure that the house number is correct and visible.
